The America, which slxty-three years 
ago went across the Atlantic and took 
away the Royal Yacht Squ adron tro­ 
phy, marked a greater rev olu tion In 
yacht constru ction than any v essel 
since her time.

Still in commission after as exciting 
a career as any other American v essel 
has had. she was originally a pilot 
schooner of ab ou t 170 tons, ab le and 
seaworthy. 
Her length ov er all was 
101 feet 9 Inches; load water line, 90 
feet 3 inches; b eam, 23 feet; mainmast, 
81 feet; foremast. 79 feet 
6 inches; 
b owsprit, 32 feet. She carried no fore-

The next Ameri­ 
can b oat, the Vigilant, althou gh carry­ 
ing a ceu terb oard, was v irtu ally a keel 
model, with a draft of fou rteen feet. 
Her b ow was the emb ryonic “spoon 
b ow” that b ecame so popu lar later. 
Metal yachts had b egu n t<> figu re 
u pon the lists of the cu p defenders. 
When iron and steel had gained su ffi­ 
cient tensile strength the b u ilders saw 
that it b ad many adv antages ov er tlie 
common b u ll woods that had b een gen­ 
erally employed. 
The Mischief was : 
the first metal yacht to race as a de- j 
fender and tin* second metal yacht in 
America. 
1-Tom her time 011 steel and 
alu miniu m were more frequ ently ein-j 
ployed in the hu lls, the first hollow i 
steel spars, howev er, not coming into 
v ogu e u ntil after the race b etween the 
Defender and the Ju b ilee in 1893, while 
the first steel mast was carried b y the 
Colu mb ia 
The most marked change in any of 
the American defenders was in the Re­ 
liance, which su ccessfu lly defended the 
cu p against the Shamrock 111. In 1903. 
The Reliance, like the present Sham­ 
rock IV.. approached somewhat to the 
type of racing scow that has b een u sed 
with mu ch su ccess on b odies of fresh 
water. 
The Reliance had the largest 
sail plan of all the yachts that engag­ 
ed in any of the international con­ 
tests. amou nting to no less than 16,160 
squ are feet, which was as mu ch as 
the comb ined areas of the Mayflower 
and the Pu ritan and also more than 
twice as mu ch as was carried in all 
the sails of the schooner America. 


W hy Yacht Racing Is Co stly. 
Y’acht racing is the most expensiv e 
sport, and it has b een said on good au ­ 
thority that it will cost at least half a 
million dollars this year to defend the 
America’s cu p. 
W illiam Gardner, de­ 
signer of the Vanitie. recently said: 
“In a cu p defender expense is nev er 
considered. 
The v ery b est materials 
are ob tained, and ev erything that Is 
new in materials is u sed. 
What was 
considered tlie last word in materials a 
few’ years ago is commonplace now. 
“As ev ery 
ou nce of 
u nnecessary 
weight is a detriment to the b oat, the 
prime ob ject of the designer Is to re 
du ce the weight to the v ery minimu m 
■o as to giv e the maximu m amou nt of 
lead to the keel and consequ ently sail 
carrying power. 
“The work of designing a cu p de 
fender entails fiv e or six times the la­ 
b or of a regu lar b oat of the same size." 


Ho w Defenders Are Built. 
The first step In the constru ction of 
the modern cu p defender is the mold­ 
ing of the lend keel. Some ninety tons 
of lead are u sed. 
A wooden trou gh Is 
b u ilt of the size and shape requ ired, 
into which tiie molten lead is ru n. The 
moment the contract is signed hu rry 
orders are sent ou t to firms who fu r­ 
nish steel, so that b y the time the keel 
Is ru n some or all of the frames are 
generally on the way to the shipyard. 
Being receiv ed in straight lengths, 
the steel for the frames Is made hot at 
the shipyard, placet! ou what is known 
as the b ending platform and b y means 
of wedges and pins is b ent to the shape 
requ ired b y the designer’s plans. 
A 
long flat piece of steel, calked the keel­ 
son, reaching the entire length of the 
yacht, is first fastened to tb e lead keel 
b y long b olts; then the stem au d stern 
posts are set u p. the stern post b eing 
the part of the frame to which the ru d-
